Men who are striving for aims of that character do not readily 
become the victims of radicals or demagogues. They have a stake 
in the country; its best interests are their best interests and their 
recognition of that faet renders them impregnable against the 
specious pleading of the discontented failure who must aftribute 
his defeat in the battle of life to some source. any souree, rather 
than the real souree which is his own slothfulness or lack of 
ability —Telegram. 
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6 ' Economy Wins First Struggle 
N the first test of strength between Governor Richardson and 
the anti-administration group at Sacramento, the economy 
program has won, although the test was made on the railroad 
commission, which the old machine forees felt was their 
strongest bet. An amendment to increase the commission’s approp- 
riation by about $212,000 was lost by one vote in the assembly. 
Assemblyman Kline of Riverside, chairman of the ways and means 
committee, opened the fight for the Governor’s program and _ in- 
dicated that he is with the administration’s program. He called 
attention to the fact that the cost of running the commission has 
grown intolerably since its establishment, although its efficiency 
has not grown in proportion. Assemblyman Dozier correctly stated 
that the commission is not made up of supermen, after all, and 
pointed to the sorry spectacle of Commissioner Clyde L. Seavey 
in his recent appearance at Sacramento. 

Without regard to the finer points that may be brought into 
the debates on the numerous budget increases or euts, it is the 
principle that is at stake. Is the state legislature going to abide by 
the mandate of the people as given to them in the last election 
or is there to continue the old wasteful, extravagant and blundering 
system that has been in vogue during recent years? It always 
hurts to practice economy when extravagance has been in vogue. It 
means that men must lose their jobs, that unhampered purchase of 
supplies must cease, that business methods must be installed and a 
dollar’s worth of service given for a dollar. That is not the usual 
political way of doing business and it is the machine politician that 
is making the worst face at swallowing the economy pill. It remains 
to be seen whether the legislature will manfully swallow the whole 
dose or not. ' 

During all of this fray the Governor is the coolest man of the 
lot. He has calmly done his best to prepare a budget that meets the 
pre-election pledges and what the people voted for. He has heroical- 
ly withstood all sorts of abuse and misrepresentation of those who 
do not care for economy in government or have no regard for the 
results of the vote of the people, so long as they ean secure their 
own personal political future and continue their system of machine 
organization. 

There is no denying that a budget ealls for economy will pinch 
in many places and there may be some worthy institutions that will 
ciffe> a little but time will determine whether the hurts are vital 
wounds or mere pinpricks from which they will readily recover and 
from which they will receive benefit as a result of a healthy growth 
on the proper physical basis. The body politic has been so gorged 
in recent years that it needs a more eareful diet in order to get 
in good training condition and be able to funetion actively and 
efficiently. 
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The Error of the Poor 

IME $90,000,000 werth of United States victory 434 per cent 
S bonds, which were called for redemption on December 15, 

of last year, are still outstanding. What does that mean? 

It may be an added indication that this country is enjoying 
remarkable general prosperity. Evidently the holders of these $90,- 
000.000 worth of securities do not need cash. But even more im- 
portant is the indication of ignorance or carelessness on the part 
of these bondholders. 

The poor of the country, both workers and idlers, are constantly 
complaining of the hardship and injustice of their lot. Yet it is 
the comparatively Poor who are holding these bonds, three months 
after maturity. Thev have already sacrificed, roughly, $1,000,000, 
either beeause they do not know the bonds=have been ealled for 
redemption, or because they are too careless to eash them in at a 
bank and put the money out at interest in some other security. 

It is not the rich who are doing that. They eashed their bonds 
when ealled and have kept their money working for them. That 
is one reason why they are rich and the others are poor. To a 
considerable extent it is a matter of intelligence.

layer. <A total of 41,000 cubic yards 
of concrete were used in its con- 
struction, while over 30,375 cubic 


yards of dirt was excavated to make 
the dam a possibility. Its weight is 
computed at 75,000 tons, and is 
easily visualized by the fact that .a 
train of 1,000. cars loaded with rock 
and weighing 75 tons to a car would 
equal the weight of the present San 
Dimas dam. 
Program is Opened 


Secretary Paige, President of the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce 


of San Gabriel Valley, opened the 
ceremonies with a brief introduction 
of Mr. Grider, a representative of 
the Bent Brothers, who constructed 
the dam. Mr. Grider spoke briefly 
of the difficulties encountered in 
the building of the dam and told 
of several slides which hampered 
the early construction operations. In 
closing his short talk, he stated that 
he had never felt better in his life 
than on the day when he completed 
the San Dimas dam, as it was one 
of the most difficult tasks he had 
encountered in his twenty years of 
construction. 

Mr. Paige then handed the key to 
the flood gates of the dam to J. W. 
Reagan, chief engineer of the county 
flood control work, who told many of 
the interesting details concerning the 
building of the dam and the plans 
for its use. He stated that the 
plans for the use of the new im- 
pounding force was to release the 
first winter's flood water, and then 
hold the later water from the snows 
and late rains. He pointed out that 
only through careful regulation could 
the purpose of the dam be realized 
and the policy of conservation be 
maintained. Engineer Reagan closed 
his interesting address with a read- 
ing of several facts concerning the 
history of the flood control work and 


the plans for the conservation of 
the water supply of Los Angeles 
County.

Formal demand that the county 
make good the money paid by 
taxpayers for redemption of de- 
linqguent taxes and misappropri- 
ated in the auditor's office, was 
made yesterday on the Board of 
Supervisors by Attorney Frank C. 
Prescott, of Los Angeles, repre- 


senting a number of the tax- 
payers. 

Under a ruling by District At- 
torney George H. Johnson, the 
taxpayers are now required to 


pay again on the ground they did 
not comply with the law and 
make their payments to the coun 
tv treasurer. 

In his letter Attorney Prescott 
declared ** 

“The situation with regard to 
the delinquent taxes redeemed by 
payment to the defaulting deputy 
auditors is a very serious one. 

Halts Disposal of Land 

“There are numerous property 
owners who are practically 
brought to a halt in the handling 
or disposal of their land, 

“The Board of Supervisors 
have a complete equipment with 
which to litigate this matter with 
the bond company. The land 
owners are at a singular disad- 
vantage. There is one central 
fact that completely protects the 
redemptioner. The state provides 
that the receipt for the money 
paid to redeem from the tax 
sales shall be signed by the audi 
tor. Surely the officer whose re 
ceipt is required, must be a 
proper officer to whom to pay 
the money. 

‘lL earnestly urge that the 
Board of Supervisors take it upon 
themselves to relieve these poor 
people at once and @istribute this 
loss in the next tax levy where 
it will not be felt. Let the dis- 
triet attorney do the best hé ean 
to make the bond company pay.”’

BOUNDARY LINE 


San Bernardino-Kern County boun- 
dary line, lost for years by sands| 
burying surveys, will be marked 
through the Randsburg ore fields by 
cement monuments. 

The marking of the line, definite- 
ly establishing in which county 
scores of mines are located, is ne- 
cessary before assessments can be 
levied and taxes collected, Assessor 
A. E. Allen declared yesterday on 
his return from a three-day trip to 
the district. 

Assessor Allen said he would ask 
the Board of Supervisors and Sur- 
veyor FE. T. Ham to again survey 
the boundary and for an appropria- 
tion with which to erect cement 
monuments for a distance of five 
miles in the ore fields. Officials of 
Kern County will be requested to 
appropriate a fund for joint expenses 





of the project. 

Scores of Mines are Developed 

In the district are scores of mines 
contiguous to the Kelly Mine, the 
world’s great silver producer. Thou- 
sands of dollars have been invested 
in the developing of the properties, 
the location of which is problema- 
tical due to the wiping out of the 
county boundary, Assessor Allen 
said. 

Although the mining properties are 
not assessed for large amounts at 
present, a rich strike in the dis- 
trict would complicate the assessing 


and, without a definite boundary, 
San Bernardino County would lose 
thousands in taxes, the assessor 


said. 

“San Bernardino County is assess- 
ing ‘the Black Hawk Mine,” said 
Mr. Allen, “but because of the un- 
certainty of whether it is in San 
Bernardino or Kern County, the col- 
lection of taxes is difficult. The 
owners of the property contend it 
is in Kern Coutfty. Jt will be ne- 
cessary to establish the boundary 
vefore taxes will be collected on 
this mine.” 

The Kelly Mine is two miles with- 
in San Bernardino County, but just 
where the boundary crosses the ore 
fields is unknown to even the prop- 
erty owners of smaller mines in the 
state of development. Mr. Allen 
suggests that stone monuments be 
erected at intervals of several hun- 
dred yards for a distance of five 
miles. 

Ask Kern County to Co-operate 

“I will ask the assessor of Kern 
County to co-operate in the project,” 
said Mr. Allen. “The establishing 
of the line means equally as much 
to Kern County as it does to this 
county.” 

Never in the history of the dis- 
trict was there as much develop- 
ment work as there is now in pro- 
gress, shafts being sunk on prac- 
tically every claim for miles around 
the Kelly Mine. Ore deposits in the 
Kelly Mine alone have been estim- 
ated at $50,000,000. 

Assessor Allen returned yesterday 
from the district after assessing 


property with T. M. Gilbert and 
Grant McIntyre, two of his staff of 
deputies. 


The request for the erection of 
boundary monuments probably will 
be presented to the Board of Su- 
pervisors Monday.
